Military Funeral 
for Prescott 
War Hero 


A Military Funeral Service will 


be conducted today at the Pleasant 
Hill .Church of Christ;, about five' 
miles north of Prescott' on' High- 
way 19 at 2:30 p. m. for Cpl: Floyd 
M. "Buddy" Brown who was killed 
in action in Korea July 24, 1950, at 
the age of 21. 


The Rev. McClain will be in 


charge of the service. 


Cpl. 
Brown attended the Pres- 


cott High School. Prior to his dis- 
charge on October 18, 1949, he had 
served three years in the Army, re- 
ceiving his thirteen weeks training 
at Fort Lewis, Washington, and the 
remainder of that service at Osaka 
General Hospital, Osaka, Japan. 


He re-enlisted in February 1950 


and was sent back at his request to 
Osaka on April 20. His parents, 
Mr. and Mrs..Guy Brown of Pres 
cott, Route 2, received a. letter 
early in June that .his cavalry out- 
fit had returned ^arlier than had 
been expected from maneuvers be 
cause of the situation in Korea. 
On November 28, 1950, his parents 
were notified that their son had 
been killed in action, 


Cpl. Brown was born near Pres- 


cott, December 25, 1928, and lived 
in that vicinity throughout his 
childhood. 


He is survived by his parents, 


Mr. and Mrs. Guy Brown of Prns- 
cott; two sisters, Miss Ruth Brown 
of Little Rock, and Miss Velma 
Jrown of Prescott; one brother, 
Arthur Brown of Prescott. His rel- 
atives in Hope include two aunts, 
Urs. Hattie Sisson and Mrs. Louis 
Ferguson and

uncles, Jim
